DANANG, South Vietnam, 
Oct. 20 (UPI) — Racial inci- 
dents have forced the U.S. 
Navy to impose restrictions on 
American servicemen in the 
Danang area, it was disposed 
today. . | f ; 

U.S. military spokesmen 
said the restrictions were im- 
posed last Monday < following 
two confrontations ovep the 
weekend between Negroes and 
whites and a slaying which oe- 
-curred when a Negro enlisted 
man went on a pistol-shojoting 
rampage. 

Spokesmen said the shoot- 
ing, which killed a Negro 
guard, was not necessarily the 
result of a racial dispute. 

The restrictions prohibit the 
sale of alcoholic beverages at 
all naval installations, limit 
the use of facilities at the 
Navy’s Camp Tiensha to naval 
support personnel and permit 
only authorized Navy men ac- 
cess to tihe China Beach :rest 
and recuperation center; f 

Discrimination Charged : 1 

In the background were 
three meetings held by Negro 
servicemen to discuss griev- 
ances, including alleged dis- : 
crimination in requests for 
promotion and transfer and in 
selection for assignment to 
hazardous duty. 

About 100 Negroes from the 
Navy, Army and Marine Corps 
attended the first meeting. 
Oct. 11. Afterward the Net 
groes marched to Camp Tien' 
s'ha, where Cmdr. Linus Wes-' 
man, 36, f said he heard the 
grievances. 

The first disturbance oc- 
curred the next day at China 
Beach when a group of Ne- - 
groes disarmed and beat up 
two Navy guards. Nine Negro 
marines and soldiers were ar- 
rested. 


Sailor Disarmed 

Another meeting of Negroes 
was held Oct. 12 and the sec, 
ond disturbance occurred the 
following day, when a small 
group of Negroes, returned 
from a third meeting, were ac- 
costed by a white sailor who 
shouted obscenities and 
“threatened to kill” one of the 
Negroes. Spokesmen said the 
Negroes disarmed the White 
sailor at gunpoint. 

Wesman said it was the sect 
ond time racial troubles had 
led to restrictions at Camp 
Tiensha. In 1966, a riot broke 
out in the enlisted men’s club 
following an argument be- 
tween whites and Negroes 
over whether country and 
western music or soul music 
should be played on the juke 
box. 

Another riot with racial 
overtones broke out recently 
among Negro prisoners in the 
Army’s Longbirih • stockade 
nori?h of Saigon. .
